Chancellor Rejects Building Controls 


‘IT IS NOT the present intention of the 
Government to reintroduce building con- 
trols,” said MR. SELWYN LLOYD, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, during questions 
in the Commons on Tuesday. 

MR. JOHN RANKIN had recalled the Chan- 
cellor’s statement on June 22 that public 
expenditure was rising too fast and some 
necessary programmes would have to be 
cut. ‘Would it be fair to do so when 
he is still leaving untouched what could, 
in the circumstances, be called frivolous 
expenditure on building?’ he asked. 

MR. LLOYD replied that it was not so 
much a question of cutting programmes 
as one of restraining increasing expendi- 
ture on them. The merits of building 
controls had frequently been debated and 
the question was whether the reinstitu- 
tion of very cumbersome machinery, in- 
volving by itself a considerable demand 
for man power, was the right way to 
tackle this, 

After MR. DOUGLAS JAY had contended 
that the absence of control over office 
building in great cities was contributing 
to the unemployment problem and lead- 
ing to all sorts of insoluble problems, 
MR. LLOYD said: ‘It is a question of pros 
and cons. I think on the whole the cons 
outweigh the pros with regard to build- 
ing licences.’

New Guildhall Building Scheme 
PLANS for the adaptation of Guildhall 
Library as a dual-purpose council cham- 
ber and reception hall for ceremonial 
purposes and for the provision of a new 
library building to the west of Guildhall 
were presented to the Court of Com- 
mon Council of the City of London 
yesterday (July 6).

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Government Restriction or Self Help? 


17 FAIRLY CLEAR that Britain is entering into one 
of the recurrent financial crises which have afflicted the 
national economy every the war. 
Once again, it seems, the Government is thinking in terms 
of retrenchment and, in particular, the cutting down of 
It also clear that the building 
industry is overloaded with work. 

Taken together, these two factors might be thought to 
make an overwhelming case for cutting down the amount 
of new building and civil engineering work. But the matter 
is not quite as simple as that. Before deciding on restric- 
the Government should be quite clear as 

the aim is the general one of reducing 
inflationary on the national economy, certain 
points ought to be clearly appreciated. First, it seems 
in industries the pressure to increase 
results from the under-utilisation of expensive 
equipment; in so far as these are suppliers to the building 
industry, cuts in building will only intensify the problem. 
Second, even where cuts may help in reducing the pressure 
on the national economy, they are not likely to be effective 
al months, by which time—if past experience is 
any guide-——the of the crisis And, 
third. no effective method has yet been found of restricting 
private building activity. Credit restrictions and high 
interest rates have not made any serious impact on private 
development in this era prosperity, and although a 
licensing system might effectively reduce private building, 
1e present Government is unlikely to take such a step 
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and it is doubtful whether the advantages would outweigh 
the disadvantages. 

In the public sector, Whitehall can and does exercise 
enough control over public and local authorities to impos« 
its will, but economies in this field are often detrimental 
to the longer-term public interest. There little 
in slowing up developments—in power and transport for 
instance—-which are urgently improve the 
nation’s economic efficiency. And in the socially important 
fields of housing and education, the policy of suddenly 
turning the tap on and off has had serious results in terms 
of efficiency, as was pointed out in Mrs. Elizabeth Layton’s 
recent survey of building by local authorities. 

All this suggests that a stable building programme will 
serve the public interest better than a repetition of the 
somewhat inefficient efforts of the past few years to use 

building and construction industries regulator 
general economic activity. 

Stability will not just happen, however. 
serious efforts required to close the gap 
current demand and production. The first question 
whether anything can be done to reduce demand without 
Government intervention. It may be significant that the 
RIBA figures of work commissioned with architects during 
the first quarter of this year show a fall of over one-fifth 
compared with the first quarter of 1960.

of the National Federation pointed out recently, it is no 
bad advertisement to refuse work. On the other hand, 
many builders feel that it is bad for goodwill to refuse 
an architect’s invitation to tender, and a greater degree of 
understanding between architects and builders may be 
needed. This is something that should receive the atten- 
tion of the NJCC of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders at their next meeting. 

The other big question is how far productivity can be 
substantially increased at a time of acute labour shortage. 
A good deal has been achieved by mechanisation, but 
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there is quite certainly scope for a more efficient use of 
labour and for greater effort by many operatives. With 
full employment, it may not be easy to obtain greater 
effort. Mere exhortations to harder work may not be 
enough, particularly if they come from management alone, 
but they could succeed if coupled with inspired leader- 
ship from both sides of the industry. It seems an appro- 
priate time for fresh thinking by unions no less than by 
employers. If it is not forthcoming, the national interest 
may compel re-introduction of an uninspiring and un- 
creative policy of Government interference. 


A New Architectural Nursery 


LITTLE MORE than a generation ago the mysteries of 
architecture were still being handed on from master to 
pupil, as they had been from the earliest times. The late 
Frank Lloyd Wright liked to refer to his unpaid staff as 
his ‘apprentices.’ With all its abuses in the hands of 
Pecksniff the pupil system was an honourable one. It 
bridged the gap that separates youth and enthusiasm from 
age and experience; it gave depth in time to an art that 
must always be larger in scale than one man’s life. But 
two main factors have almost destroyed that system; the 
official policy of concentrating the study of architecture 
in schools; and the prevailing uncertainty in the develop- 
ment of the architectural art itself. The first estranges 
the learner from the master-architect, and indeed from the 
building industry, so that many students, approaching 
qualification, have only a vague idea of how their profes- 
sion earns its living. The second encourages the rising 
generation in a general impatience with the designs of their 
elders, whom they outdo in flouting common-sense and 
seeking excitement in supposed originality. The recent 
mutiny of Oxford students, trivial perhaps, and over- 
publicised, truly reflected both these tendencies. 

The heads of some of the architectural schools have 
made attempts to bring more realism into their courses, 
by introducing ‘live’ projects, and even by undertaking 
commissions on which to employ their students as tech- 
nical assistants. The difficulties are many—that of timing 
must seem almost insurmountable—and surely a school 
run on these lines would approximate, as a training ground, 
to the best kind of office. Yet every expedient must be 


welcomed that would make the learner, early in his career, 
feel more at home in the profession; and it may indeed 
be vital to the future of our architecture, as the * mistress 
art,’ to give better opportunities to develop that sustained 
and patient effort which made possible the building master- 
pieces of the past. A system of training based jointly 
on school and office could provide such opportunities, 
and deserves the renewed attention of authority. But the 
key to this matter must always be the personal relationship 
between the master-architect and the junior, who should 
both feel themselves students, inheriting traditions, solving 
new problems, and pointing the way for their successors. 

The old Architectural School of the Royal Academy 
was unique in fostering this good relationship. There 
architects, young and old, met after office hours to sharpen 
their wits on one another. Many still think of it with 
affection, but it was submerged by the rising tide of 
statutory education and examinations. The announce- 
ment that the Royal Academy is to re-open its doors for 
architectural studies is good news indeed. Obviously it 
cannot compete with, but must be content to supplement, 
the official schools. On the side of the master-architects 
are some distinguished names. They invite younger men, 
qualified or partly qualified, to join them as fellow 
students. If both sides are willing to bring fresh and open 
minds to the abstract problems of architectural design 
they could make Burlington House the nursery of a new 
age of British architecture. We are glad to bring this 
project to the notice of the younger generation of archi- 
tects and students and wish it well.

The Use of Individual Cost Analyses; End of the Architect-Builder ?; 
QS Fees in Scotland 


sir,-—Mr. Peter Manning's article (‘ The 
Builder ’ of June 23) by its title, ‘ Of what 
use are Individual Cost Analyses? ’ invites 
readers’ Mr. Manning has made 
up his mind, because he can find no con 
pattern between a number of 
analyses for jobs of a type, that indivi 
dually of little use. How can 
there be with varying client requirements 
of function and limits of cost?

What he has shown by his 18 examples 
is that single-storey factories of approxi 


mately the same floor area can cost as 
little as 35.48s. per sq. ft. or as much as 
95.0ls. and also that the mathematical 


average of the cost of these 18 examples 
per sq. ft. Such information 
would be of importance to a client faced 
with the problem of making a budget for 
a proposed factory. He range of

cost. If he limits his architect to 55s. 6d. 
can he expect to get the factory he re 
quires? By studying factory examples 18 
(54.47s.), 6 (53.4s.) and 10 (53.23s.) he 
can get a good idea of the ‘ quality’ of 
building he can expect. 


These individual examples exist, they 
have content, quality and a market price 
(all variables); but they are so much more 
tangible than the theoretical ‘ average’ 
which does not exist and which Mr 
Manning suggests we should prefer. 

If Mr. Manning could analyse a number 
of factories built to similar re 
quirements within a limited range of cost 
I think his findings, expressed in terms of 
value for money, would be directly help 
ful to clients and architects and indirectly

THE HEADQUARTERS BUILDING-—adjacent 
to the Festival Hall—has been designed 
to illustrate the theme of the 1961 Con 
gress, ‘New Techniques and Materials 
Their Impact on Archicteure.’ The three 
principal materials used are aluminium, 
Asbestolux building board and glass, 
products of three manufacturers who 
sponsored the building. 

The roof is constructed of pyramid 
units in stressed sheet aluminium alloy, 
with a grid of extruded alloy tubing link 
ing the pyramids at the apex. The units 
were manufactured in corrosion resistant 
alloy BA.60 (N.53) by British Aluminium 
Co. Ltd. The conception and design was 
carried out by Frank Newby, structural 
engineer, and Dr. Z. S. Makowski. 

Partitions, by Cape Building Products 
Ltd., are shop fabricated using Asbestolux 
planks, sheets and panels, as a base for 
receiving additional panels, with polyester 
finishes, in the form of relief patterns. 

Glass, by Pilkington Brothers Ltd., is 
produced in a new form called float glass, 
for the window glazing. This combines 
the clear undistorted vision of polished 


plate with the brilliant fire finish of sheet 





glass. Tables, bars and counters are 
fabricated from thick rough cast glass on 
timber or metal frames.

The exhibition building is assembled 
from stock parts on loan from several 
manufacturers. Walls are of scaffold 
board, and the roof is transparent poly- 
thene carried on a Spacedeck frame. 

The tower, which faces the river and 
is illuminated at night, was erected from 
materials supplied by Turners Asbestos 
Cement Co. Ltd., and Scaffolding Great 
Britain Ltd.

The first stage accommodated 360 pupils and 
subsequent extensions brought the complement up to a 
full four form entry of 540 places. Close consultation 
with the headmistress and staff was achieved in the 
early stages of design. 

The accommodation includes 14 classrooms, 4 science 
laboratories, 2 fully equipped housecraft rooms, one of 
which was designed as separate unit kitchens each with 
its own individual character, and various handicraft 
rooms in addition to the normal requirements of assembly 
hall, gymnasium and ancillary accommodation 

The planning of this accommodation was so arranged 
to provide a dominant three storey classroom block 
housing the formal teaching areas with a separate house 
craft wing, and in the second stage a separate house 
craft block A further element comprised the assembly 
ind dining halls, gymnasium, kitchen and boiler house 
The two playgrounds were sited to the east of the school 
in a pleasant secluded area, screened by a line of mature 
trees. Four hockey pitches are provided, on the south 
side of the school, and it is now proposed to add an 
open air swimming bath between the changing rooms 
and gymnasium and the boundary fence. 

The entrance hall which links the two main blocks 
overlooks a small landscaped courtyard which is used 
in conjunction with the library and assembly hall. The 
library is located at the heart of the school, off the main 
corridor through which the whole school circulates, and 
is planned to form three separate areas for informal and 
formal use 

In the dining hall above window and lit 
by concealed strip lighting, is photo-mural of 
photographs by Eric de Maré fr his book on ‘ The 
Thames.’ 

The main classroom block and housecraft wing are 
constructed with load bearing brick cross walls. Other 
In the assembly hall and 
gymnasium welded steel portal frames are used in con 
junction with light timber decking units. This tyve of 
construction has proved to be most economical! 

External materials include mahogany framed window

wall units with inset metal opening lights, western red cedar 
infill panels, Welsh slate facings to the floor slabs and red 
grey facing brick panels. The ends of the brick cross walls are 
faced in a pale grey mosaic tile. A simple landscape scheme to 
augment existing trees will in due course provide a screen and 
setting to the buildings. 

Work commenced on Stage I in April, 1957 and both stages 
were finally completed ahead of schedule in January, 1959. The 
school was formally opened by HRH Princess Alexandra on 
June 2, 1959.

prejudices, since the anxiety to avoid 
derivative form has prevented the incor- 
poration into modern design of types of 
solution which in principle are perfectly 
sound and logical in the right circum- 
stances, better often than the alternative 
which is devised to avoid the taint of 
derivation. A good example was the wide- 
spread effort after the mid-1930s to avoid 
an upright window shape, even when it 
was the only sensible solution; and it had 
an odd counterpart in the transient 
popularity of the horizontal window pane, 
perhaps a remote echo of horizontal, 
prairie houses and Frank Lloyd Wright, 
but more immediately a symbol of the 
rejection of the upright window pane. 
Perhaps the persistent use of upright 
stone shapes today in place of the 
horizontal shape used for load-bearing 
walls is again something of a rejection 
symbol. 


Prejudice About the Past 

However this may be, a capacity to 
analyse experience tends to neutralise pre- 
judices which otherwise distort the 
reasoning one attempts in the course of 
design. 

Oddly enough, although there is still 
so much prejudice about looking at the 
past except with the eye of a tourist or 


historian, an unexpected attitude is creep- 
ing in almost of pride in accepting an 
influence from the past on contemporary 
form. Perhaps it seems to reflect credit- 
ably on one’s perception of beauty, or 
there may be some other obscure cause. 
Does it help to explain the acceptance of 
Gothic influence in recent work by the 
American designers Yamasaki and 
Rudolph? It seems on the face of it to 
be accepting form rather than content, 
and if so perhaps it is another reflection 
of the difficulty which architects have 
experienced in analysing experience. It 
seems unlikely that it can prove to be a 
step forward on the high-road of archi- 
tecture. More likely it is a cul-de-sac. 


Architecture ultimately is an art and 
therefore not wholly to be understood on 
a factual basis. Consequently it can 
never be teachable entirely as a rationale. 
It is this which makes the observation of 
architecture a vital part of the process of 
learning for an architect, and the im- 
portant question then is the depth of un- 
derstanding which he can bring to bear 
upon what he sees.

Urban Road Planning 


Appointment of Steering Group 


MR. COLIN BUCHANAN, formerly a principal 
Inspector in the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, has (as already an- 
nounced) been appointed to the Ministry 
of Transport to undertake a study of the 
developing problems of roads and traffic 
in urban areas and their influence on the 
urban environment. Mr. Buchanan will 
be particularly concerned with the long 
term demands for motor transport in 
towns, the nature and probable cost of 
the measures required to accommodate 
such transport and the time required to 
implement them, and the compatibility of 
these measures with other needs of towns 
such as reasonable compactness, econo- 
mical use of land and good environment. 

To assist Mr. Buchanan in this work 
the Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest 


Marples, is appointing a Steering Group 
of which Sir Geoffrey Crowther will be 
the Chairman. It will be the function 
of this group to keep itself informed of 
the way in which Mr. Buchanan's work is 
proceeding, to give him general advice 
as to the broad lines which he should 
pursue and to give the Minister their 
advice on Mr. Buchanan’s conclusions. 

The other members of the steering 
group will be: Sir William Holford, ARA, 
PRIBA, Mr. O. A. Kerensky, consulting 
civil engineer, Mr. C. H. Pollard, City 
Treasurer, Kingston-upon-Hull, Coun- 
cillor T. D. Smith, leader, Labour Group, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne Council, and Mr. 
Henry Wells, CBE, FRICS (chairman, 
Hemel Hempstead Development Cor- 
poration). 


Traffic in Towns—Where are we Heading ? 


Uncertainty Reflected in Alternatives Proposed

BRITAIN’'S TOWNS may have to be re 
designed to cope with modern traffic con 
ditions. How best to do this is the 
priority problem facing the Crowther 
Steering Group and Mr. Colin Buchanan's 
Long Term Study Group. 

In the last 10 years the number of 
motor vehicles on the roads has doubled. 
In the next 15 years it may double again. 
Congestion, delays or parking difficulties 
are widely recognised, but there are also 
accidents of many kinds, noise and fumes, 
and vibration to be considered. All these 
tend to turn many parts of towns, par 
ticularly the inner areas, into unpleasant,

even uncivilised, places. This state of 
affairs is arising not only in the big cities 
and the conurbations. Every small town 
and many a village now has its problems. 
To keep traffic on the move we must 
resort to ‘trafic management’ to ensure 
that the best use is made of existing street 
systems. Improvements can be made at 
severe bottlenecks and difficult inter- 
sections. But the question which so many 
people are asking is: ‘Where are we 
heading, and what is going to be done to 
cope with the ever increasing stream of 
motor vehicles which tends to swamp im- 
provements as fast as they are made?’ 
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The general uncertainty is reflected in 
the way sO many possibilities are can- 
vassed, from banning motor cars at the 
one extreme to building great new roads 
in the American fashion at the other. 


It is to questions of this kind that Mr. 
Buchanan’s Long Term Study Group and 
the Steering Group under Sir Geoffrey 
Crowther will turn their attention. The 
main objective will be to produce a report 
for general reading which will endeavour 
to show the nature of the problem and 
the alternatives. 


No Preconceived Notions 


The study will not start with any pre 
conceived notions that, for instance, pri 
vate cars should be banned in central 
areas of cities. It will be assumed initially 
that the motor vehicle having been in- 
vented people should be allowed to use it. 
The implications of then be 
pursued in terms of the physical altera 
tions required to make the traffic 
late.

Adapting Towns to Traffic 


Thought on the subject of traffic in 
towns so far has been mainly concerned 
with the possibility of adapting towns to 
traffic. But now new opportunities are 
presenting themselves as large parts of 
towns fall in for redevelopment. This 
opens up the possibility not of just adapt 
ing but of deliberately designing towns, 
Or parts of towns, for modern traffic con- 
ditions. Enough is known for it to be 
said with confidence that in these con 
ditions a great deal can be done to secure 
environments which offer a chance of a 
real return to civilised life and 
which also cater for a great deal of motor 
traffic. The Study Group will consider 
the interesting work which has been done 
in the New Towns—at Stevenage, for in 
stance, there is a completely pedestrian 
central shopping area—and in other more 
densely developed areas where pedes 
trians and vehicles are being separated on 
to different levels. What have 
these for general application?

Important Limiting Factors 


Concurrently with these traffic studies, 
the Group will almost certainly have to 
consider many important limiting factors. 
One of the most obvious is the fact that 
we have many parts of towns, and indeed 
some whole towns, which for the best of 
reasons we shall not want to alter sub- 
stantially on account of their historical 
or architectural character. Again there 
are grounds for believing that above a 
certain size and density of development 
it becomes increasingly difficult to design 
for full mobility for the individual 
motorist. From considerations of this 
kind flow important consequences regard- 
ing, for instance, the retention and im- 
provement of public transport. 

Much of this country’s future happiness 
and well-being depends on our ability to 
come to terms with the motor vehicle so 
that it works with us without dominating 
us. It is hoped that the work to be done 
by the Study Group and the Steering 
Group will form a substantial contribu 
tion to the solution of this great problem.

News of the Week 


New IUA President 

THE ASSEMBLY of the International Union 
of Architects, meeting at the RIBA in 
London on June 30, unanimously elected 
Professor Robert Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, 
as president of the IUA for the next four 
years, from 1961 to 1965. Professor 
Matthew has been a vice-president since 
1957. Professor Yang Ting-Pao (China) 
and Sr, Ramon Corona Martin (Mexico) 
were elected vice-presidents. Professor 
Yang Ting-Pao has been a vice-president 
of the IUA since 1957. He is deputy 
director of the architectural department 
of the Nanking Institute of Technology. 
Sr. Corona Martin is a well-known Mexi- 
can architect, and has served for the last 
four years on the executive committee of 
the IUA. M. Willy Van Hove (Belgium) 
was unanimously elected treasurer. The 
other officers are : vice-president, Carlos 
Ramos (Portugal) who retires in 1963, 
and secretary-general, Pierre Vago 
(France). 


Gibberd and Candela Discuss Churches 


ON THE EVE of the IUA Congress, which 
this past week has been discussing the 
impact of new materials and techniques 
on architecture and building, the BBC 
were prompted to arrange a brief assess- 
ment of this theme in relation to church 
architecture. During the television pro- 
gramme ‘Meeting Point’ on Sunday 
evening (July 2), Felix Candela and 
Frederick Gibberd were questioned 
about their approach to church design 
and in an extraordinarily short inter- 
view the former suggested that all con- 
temporary activity was being influenced 
by science and industry —architectural 
design in particular, including that for 
churches, was strongly affected by scien- 
tific shapes. In some instances, the 
designer's approach was to emphasise 
structure, in others attention was concen- 
trated on interior effect, employing space 
and light in the shape provided by the 
structure. 

Frederick Gibberd, in conversation 
with Archbishop Heenan of Liverpool, 
talked entirely about the proposed new 
cathedral, which, it was learnt, will prob- 
ably be completed by 1966. Mr. Gibberd 
took the opportunity to confound his 
critics, whose remarks, he said, proved if 
nothing else that his design was not a 
nondescript one—back-handed compli- 
ments unwittingly given. Asked where he 
got his inspiration the architect said that 
it was not merely a question of sitting 
at a drawing and playing about with 
ideas. It was more, he said, a matter for 
the discipline of planning and function. 
The traditional cruciform plan did not 


fulfil a principal requirement of the Con 
ditions, which was that the High Altar 
was to be a central feature. His much 
criticised external structure was not a 
whimsy, but expressed the central idea 
of what was happening underneath. 
Moreover, since the church was to be 
dedicated to Christ the King, the sur- 
mounting pinnacles formed a correlated 
symbol—a giant crown of thorns. The 
Gothic silhouette, too, was in conformity 
with the environment of the area. 

Two final points were the arrangement 
of the chapels and, what the interviewer 
called, the vast, intimidating and some- 
what boring space in the cathedral. On 
the first Mr. Gibberd explained that 
instead of putting his chapels in the 
traditional odd corners he devised 16 
independent buildings to form the walls 
of the cathedral. This, to a large extent, 
answered the second point. The vast 
space, he said, would not be immediately 
apparent because it would not be bril- 
liantly lit. Attention would initially be 
focused towards the High Altar, empha- 
sised by its raised position and coloured 
lights from the roof. Thereafter atten- 
tion would be drawn to the surrounding 
ring of chapels. 


Surveying the Lord’s Wicket 


FEW WHO READ in the newspapers last 
week that surveyors had taken some 260 
observations of the Lord’s Test wicket in 
an endeavour to find out what, if any- 
thing, was wrong with the pitch, can 
have known that the surveyor in ques- 
tion was Mr. Gordon Tomalin, who is 
vice-president of the Guild of Surveyors. 
Mr. Tomalin’s recordings were taken in 
90 minutes in pouring rain, readings 
being made at 1 ft. intervals over the 
playing area. We do not know what the 
Official response to this careful survey 
‘thas been but those who know Mr. Toma- 
lin can be certain that the Committee 
now have the facts. 


Felix Candela Receives Gold Medal 


THE GOLD MEDAL of the Institution of 
Structural Engineers was presented to Mr. 
Felix Candela, the eminent Mexican archi- 
tect-engineer, at a dinner given by the 
Institution at the Park Lane Hotel, Lon- 
don, W1, on June 29. The presentation 
was made by the Institution’s president, 
Lt.-Col. G. W. Kirkland, MBE, MICE. 


Better Access to Guildford Cathedral 


A SUGGESTION by Sir Richard Nugent, the 
local Member of Parliament, that Guild- 
ford railway station should be roofed in 
and a road constructed across it, linking 
Bridge-street with the junction of Guild- 


ford Park and Madrid roads, so as to 
provide a quicker access from the town 
to the new cathedral on Stag hill, has 
been welcomed by the Cathedral's archi- 
tect, Sir Edward Maufe. 

‘Sir Richard Nugent’s appeal for a 
better approach to the cathedral from the 
town will be much welcomed,’ says Sir 
Edward. ‘I have for a long time urged 
that a start be made by constructing a 
curved road from Alresford-road up to 
the cathedral plateau. This road was 
shown on my 1932 competition plan, but 
when the committee was considering the 
estimates for the cathedral roads they, as 
is usual with committees, wished to cut 
something out, so this quite short, but 
very important, road was deleted from 
the plan. Working drawings for this road 
are in being and there is nothing to pre 
vent the work being put in hand. It will 
reduce the road distance from the station 
to the west doors of the cathedral by half 
a mile—surely something very desirable.’ 

A ‘ Builder’ correspondent understands 
that a private development scheme incor- 
porating some of Sir Richard Nugent's 
ideas concerning the area of and around 
Guildford main station which would result 
in a considerable improvement in many 
respects, is under active preparation. 


York Minster’s Glaziers 


THE WORKSHOPS of York Minster wil] be 
available for any church requiring the 
services of the Minster’s glaziers from 
1962 onwards. Announcing this in the 
annual report of the Friends of York 
Minster, Dr. E. Milner White, the Dean 
of York, states that it is a matter of high 
importance that the Minster glazier 
personnel should not be dispersed. They 
have both experience and skill, which is 
as thorough as it is brilliant, and their 
combination is unrivalled anywhere in 
dealing with old glasses. He says, ‘Our 
bench must be kept together for the sake 
of the country itself.’ 

At present there is still plentv of work 
for the glazier staff to do at the Minster. 
The gift of the Pilgrim Trust for the 
Minster’s stained glass windows draws to 
a close this year. The amounts paid 
annually have totalled £19,500, and the 
report asks how or when the Minster’s 
glass could ever have been replaced with- 
out this help. 


Educational Building Conference 


THE GOVERNMENT has accepted an invita 
tion to organise, in association with 
UNESCO, an international conference on 
educational building to be held in London 
in July, 1962. A national committee 
appointed by Sir David Eccles, Minister 
of Education, to be responsible for 
organising the conference held its first 
meeting on June 2. This committee con- 
sists of representatives of the United 
Kingdom National Commission for 
UNESCO, the associations of local educa- 
tion authorities and education commit- 
tees, the LCC teachers’ organisations, the 
University Grants Committee, the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Education, 
the Scottish Education Department and 
the Ministry of Education. The main 
object of the conference will be to pro- 
pose permanent international machinery 





for organising the exchange of informa- 
tion and personne! in the field of educa- 
tional building, with particular reference 
to the needs of the developing countries 
The original suggestion was made at an 
educational building congress held at 
Milan last October in connection with 
the Twelfth Milan Triennale. 


RICS Examination Results 


THE RESULTS of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ first and housing 
managers’ certificate examinations held in 
the spring show that of 1,679 candidates 
who sat, some 797 were successful. The 
Hyman Marks Prize was awarded to Mr. 
D. B. Cox of Reigate, Surrey, and the 
Harfield Prize to Mr. D. J. Drake of 
Guildford. The examinations were held 
in 14 centres in the British Isles and 24 
centres overseas. 


To Study Europe’s Churches 

AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE on church 
architecture and a tour of contemporary 
European churches has been arranged by 
the Church Architectural Guild of 
America and the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the USA. Archi- 
tects and church leaders from the United 
States are to begin their tour in London 
with visits to St. Paul’s Cathedral, West- 
minster Abbey and the reconstructed 
churches of Sir Christopher Wren. They 
are also to visit Canterbury and Coventry. 
The tour, which is limited to members of 
the sponsoring organisations, will begin 
from New York on August 13 and end in 
Germany on September 1. The London, 
Canterbury and Coventry visits will be 
on August 14, 16 and 17 respectively.

Polling on Engineers’ Amalgamation 


POLLING is now in progress by the Institu- 
tion of Municipal Engineers at various 
centres throughout the British Isles on 
a resolution recommending the amalga- 
mation of the Institution with the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers on the basis of 
the conditional agreement reached last 
October. Beginning on July 5 at Liver- 
pool, polling is being held at various 
centres on successive days. London polls 
last, on July 14. The resolution demand 
ing the poll was passed at a special general 
meeting held at Brighton on June 13. 


CIB Congress for Cambridge 


PRELIMINARY details of the 1962 Congress 
‘of CIB (International Council for Build- 
ing Research, Studies and Documentation) 
are now announced, and those wishing to 
register provisionally may write to the 
General Secretariat of CIB, P.O. Box 299, 
Rotterdam, The Netherlands. The Con- 
gress will be held at Cambridge, England, 
from September 6 to 11 next year, and 
its organisation will be shared between 
the CIB General Secretariat and UK 
Building Research Station. The theme: 
‘The influence of changing requirements 
and developments in materials and com- 
ponents on design and construction.’ 


Guildford Redevelopment Scheme 


A SCHEME for the comprehensive rede- 
velopment of Bury Fields, Guildford, by 
the construction of a 10-storey block of 
flats, shops, offices, and houses, together 
with parking for 164 vehicles, has been 
approved by Guildford Town Council. 
Prepared by the former Advisory Panel 
of Architects—the authors of the original 
scheme—the plan was accepted in prin- 
ciple as an outline on which development 
of the area might be based. The esti- 
mates committee has been asked to con- 
sider the acquisition of properties needed 
to undertake the scheme. 


Quantity Surveyor’s US Lecture Tour 


MR. ROBERT STEVENS, ARICS, has recently 
been lecturing to students, architects and 
builders in the United States, where con- 
siderable interest is now being shown in 
quantity surveying. Mr. Stevens, whose 
invitations included Cornell University 
and the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, is believed to be the first British 
quantity surveyor to lecture at an Ameri- 
can university. 


N. Ireland Farm Building Campaign 


A JOINT CAMPAIGN for better planned and 
designed farmhouses and farm buildings 
was opened with an exhibition by the 
Architectural Group formed by architects 
practising in Northern Ireland and the 
NI Young Farmers’ Clubs at the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society’s Balmoral 
Show from May 24 to 27. The farm cam- 
paign follows an urban renewal week 
organised at the beginning of May by the 
Architectural Group in association with 
the Royal Society of Ulster Architects, 
the Society for Promotion of Urban Re- 
newal, the Council for the Encouragement 
of Music and the Arts, the Civic Trust 
and the Visual Arts Group of the Queen’s 
University, Belfast. The group and the 
young farmers contend that most of the 
new farmhouses built in Northern Ire- 
land since World War II are ‘largely a 
transplant of the suburban villa with 
most unfortunate results.’ Many older 
farmhouses and buildings, it is said, have 
outlived their usefulness or have been 
renovated and added to in a haphazard 
and unsuitable way. The architects and 
young farmers want to see farmhouses 
and farm buildings—for which Govern- 
ment grants are offered—designed and 
planned ‘as a co-ordinated working unit 
capable of expansion in a logical man- 
ner’ for pleasanter. living and more effi- 
cient operation.

London Exhibitions 
‘Architecture Today'; ‘A Solicitor's Office’

THE EXHIBITION ‘ARCHITECTURE TODAY,’ 
arranged jointly by the Arts Council and 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
(at the former’s gallery, 4 St. James’s- 
square until July 29) is of course a 
notable event in its own right. Fully to 
be appreciated, however, it is to be viewed 
n both its present context and its chrono 
logical sequence. ‘Today’ covers the 
years following the selective exhibition of 
British architecture just five years ago at 
the same gallery, dealing with the decade 
representing the resumption of post-war 
building during 1945-55. That bridged 
not only a physical but a psychological 
break in the continuity of the modern 
movement here, and the implications of 
a resultingly fresh approach to new social 


as well as technological and aesthetic

type experiments in breaking new ground. 
The period called for bold improvisation, 
but the ‘stocktaking’ of the result at 
least conveyed the potentialities of such 
treatments in reconciling its un 
precedentedly stringent economic and 
other conditioning factors. That any 
discernable pattern emerged at all, or any 
concerted forward movement, was due to 
probably clearer and more realistic think 
ing by a less tired, if not more broadly 
enlightened, generation than had ever 
before been accorded to the utile archi 
tecture of any country. The example of 
the Hertfordshire schools comes most 
readily to mind, and is still with us—and, 
gratifyingly, apparently with the rest of 
the world 

So much for the sequence; as to the 
context, unfortunately (pace the Welfare 
State) the stringencies remain, and if not 
actually further constricted the situation 
is little eased by a tenuous prosperity, nor

The pres- 
sing need for local authorities to get a 
minimal, subsidised shelter over people, 
irrespective of whether it fits or suits, is 
contrasted with the jungle of private de 
velopment which, purporting to cater 
for individual gracious living, is now in 
fested with beasts of prey. The wavering 
lip-service paid to modern architecture by 
big business is, one suspects, less often a 
matter of conviction than of so-called 
* status "—a dubious quality which, like its 
social counterpart, tends to make a cul 
tural slum out of its showy materialism 
The exhibition reviewed spares us these 
aspects of the seamier side, and if the 
selection (by Lionel Brett, Hugh Casson, 
and John Killick, John Piper and J. M 
Richards) is fastidious, and the setting 
(by Trevor Dannatt and Alan Irvine) 
almost inhumanly immaculate, this is as 
it should be in the context and circum 
stances. 

The context is the co-incidence of the 
London Congress of the International 
Union of Architects, which surely calls 
for such a manifesto by their hosts. It 
will be remembered that its theme is the 
Architecture of Technology, and the Arts 
Council/RIBA contribution would have 
been worth while if only to demon 
strate what is being done here to reflect 
this, and to complement those exhibitions 
staged at the South Bank. Moreover, 
implicit is the timely suggestion that an 
industrialised architecture can still present 
a national, and even a regional, character 

Not for the Layman 

The exhibition at St. James’s-square is 
not, I think, for the layman; and our own 
architects (particularly in the provinces) 
may perhaps find it at once wide 
generically and too narrow in approach 
and authorship. But it is a useful and 
absorbing re-view of the familiar ‘ top 
crust’ for us, and should offer an impres 
sive ‘at home’ for the visiting delegates. 

Some examples photograph better than 
the reality, while in others the reverse is 
the case. Thoughts prompted and noted, 
(with inevitable abbreviation of essential 
data) are in the numerical order of the 
catalogue, whose foreword by J. M 
Richards is essential reading in its charac 
teristically balanced detachment.

NEW COMMISSIONS 


noted that the most recent quarterly 
returns from private offices show that new 
commissions in the first quarter of 1961 
fell by 22 per cent compared with the 
first quarter of 1960 (and by 14 per cent 
compared with the last quarter of 1960).

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Building Industry Urged to Keep 
Up to Date 


Need for Information Service Emphasised by Building Research Board 


ARCHITECTS and builders are challenged to 
make greater use of technical information 
by the Building Research Board in their 
annual report*, published on Monday. 
“We believe,” say the Board, ‘that an 
immediate important step forward in the 
technical efficiency of most building 
firms would be the allocation to one 
senior member of their staff of the duty 
of keeping up to date with technical 
matters.” From inquiries reaching the 
BRS daily, it is quite clear that * neither 
the professions nor the contractors make 
anything like full use of the information 
available.’ 

A survey carried out by the Station of 
the way information reaching building 
contractors is used has yet to be fully 
analysed, but already one of the main 
conclusions is that the instinctive reaction 
to a technical problem is to reach for 
the telephone. The Board looks forward 
to the impact on the industry of more 
technically qualified men from the col- 
leges of advanced technology who will be 
better able to translate available informa 
tion into practical advice. 

The Board say that they welcome the 
initiative taken by the National Federa 
tion of Building Trades Employers and 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
in appointing technical officers with a 
view to improving the technical informa 
tion services these organisations offer to 
their members. They state: 

‘We believe that much of the success 
of the agricultural advisory services is 
that they have been available regionally 
and we think there should be a similar 
regional pattern of information Services 
for the building industry. We have given 
some thought to the Building Research 
Station itself setting up such services but 
have come to the conclusion that this is 
something the industry ought to organise 


itself. 


To Relieve the BRS 

‘It is a service that seems to be very 
necessary for builders and we believe that 
it is the intention of the NFBTE to foster 
regional information centres. We would 
welcome such a step. We look forward 
to the growth of these information ser 
vices for the professions and for the con 
tractors and think that with increasing 
experience they will be able to handle 
more and more inquiries, leaving the 
Station and other kindred organisations 
to act rather more as “long stops” on 
day-to-day difficulties and on the technic- 
ally more abstruse problems that will 
always need the Station’s resources.’ 

Hospital design—One of the most 
rapid channels for achieving effective 
application of the Building Research 
Station’s work is the architectural 
development groups, aimed at improving 
design of particular types of buildings. 
As is wel] known, the Ministry of Educa- 
tion group, for instance, has already

helped to make very large savings on 
schools built over the last decade and has 
relied heavily on the Station in finding 
ways of doing this acceptably. There are 
other such groups in the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, the War 
Office, the Ministry of Works and the 
Ministry of Health. 

The Director of Building Research, Dr. 
F. M. Lea, CB, CBE, reports on the 
Station’s studies of hospital design, in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Health, 
now gathering momentum. Visits have 
been made to a number of hospitals in 
England and Scotland to study the 
engineering services, internal traffic, and 
running costs. The use of models which 
is being developed as an aid to planning 
service installations seems to be particu- 
larly promising. Analysis of costs show 
that the initial cost of the building,’ ex 
pressed as an annual figure, amounts to 
at least 20 per cent of the total running 
cost. 

Old people’s housing.-Housing now 
accounts for nearly 40 per cent of the 
expenditure on new building work in this 
country and some of the Station’s major 
research is in this field. The special needs 
of old people are being considered in a 
study of 750 houses and flats in 40 hous- 
ing schemes for old people throughout 
England. A smaller scale survey in Edin 
burgh has already been carried out, with 
some interesting results. It was found 
that the old people like to have a view 
of general activity outside, providing 
there is privacy immediately round the 
house. They would rather have a 
separate living room and bedroom than 
the open bed-sitting room plan, and like 
big windows. They make only moderate 
use of safety devices in bathrooms, such 
as handgrips, and were not markedly 
aware of accident hazards or inconveni 
ence in placing of electric points. 

Aircraft and damage.—Using a 
jet engine in an open field the Station 
have been studying the path of the noise 
over the ground at distances of up to 
three-quarters of a mile. To take account 
of different weather conditions, which 
affect noise propagation, measurements 
have been taken once a week for a year. 
Results of the first years’ work have upset 
all previous theories and results from 
other investigators, but at present there 
are no new theories available. 

Structural damage to buildings is often 
claimed to have been caused by low-fly 
ing or supersonic aircraft. Investigations, 
and experiments on a house at the end of 
a runway used for take-off by heavy jet 
aircraft, have so far shown that the 
damage which can be attributed to low- 
flying aircraft is quite minor. Most com 
plaints follow sonic bangs, but the most 
serious damage actually found was an 
occasional broken window or the collapse 
of a section of old plaster ceiling. These 
relate to aircraft flying at heights of 
20,000 ft. and upwards but at very low 
altitudes—less than 1,000 ft.—supersonic

flight can cause extensive damage. 

Effect of radiation on prestressed con 
crete.—-Work undertaken for the UK 
Atomic Energy Authority may have 
implications outside the atomic energy 
industry. It has been proposed to com 
bine the roles of pressure vessel and 
biological shield by using prestressed con 
crete pressure vessels, and the Station has 
been investigating the effects of severe 
irradiation and elevated temperatures on 
the behaviour of prestressing steel. 
Results so far with different types of wire 
indicate that for exposure for 1,000 hours 
at 120°C the loss of stress may be as much 
as 20 per cent for wires initially stressed 
to the maximum and that the loss is sig 
nificant even at temperature over 18°C 


Safeguarding Tunnels 


Hyde Park Corner Underpass.—Hidden 
behind one of the rows of advertisements 
in the escalator tunnel at Hyde Park 
Corner tube station is a series of optical 
instruments. With them the Station is 
makiag measurements for London Trans 
port civil engineers to help them safe 
guard the tunné] during the construction 
of the new road underpass. This involves 
digging two trenches about 35 ft. wide 
and 35 ft. deep only 3 ft. away from the 
escalator tunnel on both sides. The exist 
ing ground will ‘necessarily remain over 
the tunnel and it is essential to keep the 
sideway movements of the tunnel as small 
as possible. 

Survey of London noise.—Very little is 
known about the noise levels which 
actually occur in modern cities, and this 
information is needed for various plan 
ning problems—the noise effect of raised 
motorways, for example, or of heliports, 
and the siting of hospitals. With the full 
co-operation of the LCC a survey of noise 
in central London was started during the 
year. A grid of 500 points at intervals of 
500 yards was prepared and the noise 
level of these is being sampled once an 
hour round the clock by automatic 
magnetic tape recordings. Two vans and 
equipment have been supplied by the 
Station, which is also analysing the tapes. 

Dimensional co-ordination.—The lack 
of co-ordination in the sizes of building 
products has several undesirable effects: 
trouble for designers and manufacturers, 
considerable cutting and waste in build- 
ing, and inaccurate construction. The 
Station has been studying this problem 
for a number of years, and last year was 
able to make a full-scale trial by building 
two terraces of traditional brick houses 
in Hatfield New Town, using a system of 
preferred sizes for the dimensions. 

Two types of house were designed, one 
based on 14 in. basic size and the other 
on 3 in., and put out to tender in the 
normal way. Assembly was unusually 
smooth, wastage was estimated at a third 
of that on comparable sites, and pre 
fabricated products such as fireplaces, 
baths, kitchen cupboards, generally 
fitted without trouble, One of the clearest 
conclusions of the trial was that if 
materials and components manufacturers 
could do no more than avoid oversizing 
of products, there would be an immediate 
reduction of waste and increase of 
accuracy.

Access to Minutes 


MEETING of the London County 
Council held on June 20 mr. FRANCIS 
BENNETT asked the chairman of the 
General Purposes Committee:

Progress with the Housing 
Bill 


rHE cost of building high came under 
close scrutiny when the Opposition un 
successfully renewed their efforts to in 
crease the subsidy available for multi 
storey building during the report stage 
of the Housing Bill on June 27 and 28.

Future of London 
Teaching Hospitals

Such an Act might also regularise the 
building of roads in viaduct over rail 
ways. Bressey considered that building 
in this way might help to solve the Met 
ropolitan Highway Problem in 1937. He 
rejected it as a general solution, but did 
this against a background of privately 
owned railways, whose owners would be 
expected to demand the maximum com 
pensation. The railways are now nation 
ally owned and should be held for the 
maximum benefit to the public at large. 

The construction of urban motorways 
over or alongside railways or canals 
should be carefully considered by the 
urban road planner These installations 
already form a substantial physical bar- 
rier to communications and will 
have already exercised an influence on 
the planning of neighbourhoods and pre 
cincts. The adoption of these lines would 
minimise the impact of urban motorways 
on general planning 

In this short paper it has not been pos 
sible to refer in detail to the provision 
of car parks, both on and off the high 
way. 3ut the paper would be incom 
plete without a warning that planning for 
highway requirements is both inadequate 
and incomplete unless it incorporates 
fundamental provisions for parking. The

Conclusions 


In preparing this paper the author has 
been unable to draw upon any personal 
experience of the successful planning and 
construction of systems of urban motor- 
ways which would enable him to place 
firm and_ established conclusions on 
record. It has been his object rather to 
stimulate thoughtful discussion, during 
which wiser men may make noteworthy 
contributions. The following conclusions 
are suggested 

(a) Thorough traffic survey and analy- 
sis must precede highway planning 
The traffic problems of large cities 
cannot be solved by the construc 
tion of by-passes. Traffic must be 
brought to the heart of the city 
Selected roads must be planned as 
motorways throughout urban areas 
with grade separation and dedica

Plea for Utopian Ideas 


MR. C. D. BUCHANAN, BSC, AMICE, ARIBA, 
MTPI, said he would like to put in a plea 
for Utopian ideas—although it 
that Mr. Clinch was anxious 
their abondonment—because he believed 
town planning owed a tremendous lot to 
the Utopian ideas of the great pioneers in 
social thinking. He felt they were reach 
ing a critical stage when they were com 
ing to grips with the motor age and that 
they should take stock of the qualities 
that towns ought to have and ensure a 
really good environment. The great prob- 
lem was to discover how they could 
it without sacrificing everything to 
motor vehicle. 

In considering the problem he found it 
helpful to divide the traffic between essen 
tial and non-essential vehicles. Traftic 
used for the country’s business was im 
portant and they had got to keep it. He 
would like to see studies done to deal 
with the question of facilitating the dis 
tribution of traffic to development 
centres. 

There were a lot of people worried 
about urban highways with additional 
traffic and the problem of littering them 
with non-essential vehicles.

Surrey Car Parking Regulations 


Minister's Adverse Decision 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL’S new regulations 
on car parking space facilities in new busi- 
ness developments have received a severe 
jolt as the result of a decision of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment.
